PANAMA OPTION 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—Th ere is ques- 


tion whether the United States can secure 
the Panama canal property after March 
4, and it is to be definitely determined 
within the next three days. A conclusion 
may be reached today, William Nelson 
Cromwell, its general counsel, has full au- 
thority to make ail arrangements for the 
company. After further consultation with 
the President and the attorney-general he 
will state his final proposition. 

The President will know before calling 
the special session of the Senate whether 
the h’anama route can be secured by rati- 
fication of the treaty after March 4. If 
the option is permitted to lapse and the 
property cannot.be obtained, no further 
effort will be made to effect ratification. 
With the cana! treaty eliminated, the oBly 
purpose of the special session would be to 
act on the Cuban reciprocity treaty. The 
President is still inclined to have the 
treaty ratified, even though a special s0e3- 
sion of the Senate be necessary. It is the 
present intention of the President to call 
the special session for Monday, March 39, 
issuing the call March 5. 

More than eighty senators are pledged for 
ratifying the Panama canal treaty, Raw- 
lings and Heitfeld, who are eager eon 
opposed to the treaty, will not be members 
after March 4.

MPERILED BABY 


Drink Caused Patrolman Frese 
to Fire Wildly Through 
Ceiling, 

Residents in the vicinity of Park ave- 
nue and Eleventh street were thrown into 
a state of wild excitement Sunday after- 
noon about 1:30 o'clock by the promiscuous 
shooting of revelyers by policemen. The 
vicinity for half an hour resembled a 

western town frequented by cowboys. 

John A. Marshall, a barber at 1036 Park 
avenue, {s extremely thankful that his life 
and his babe'’s life were spared. 

The trouble which led to the firing of 
revolvers originated in a saloon next door 
to Marshall's barber shop. 

Probationary Policemen Roy Frese and 
Herman Eflers, who were on duty on the 
night turn in the Third police district, 
started out after reporting off Sunday to 
sea how much liquor they could comsume. 
About 1 o'clock they arrived at the saloon 
of Thomas Duff, 1036 Park avenue. While 
drinking there the pair notice Clark Mel- 
ville of 1899 South Fourteenth street. The 
latter was drinking with a friend.

This precipitated trouble, and a general 
fight resulted.

The bullet 
went cellingwerd and paased through the 
floor. It came within an inch of striking 
Marehall’s Daby, still in his arms.

“Both men were probationary police- 
men. A careful investigation shows that 
Frese wes very much under the influence 
of drink. Etlers, when he reported at the 
station Sunday, was apparently sober. He 
is suspended pending an investigation 
for his failure to relieve Frese of his 
revolver after Marshall requested him 
to do so. Frese is also suspended. Both 
men will have hearings before the policei m 
board next Friday.’
